Of Portsmouth Presbytery Here 


Investigating Rev. Gobiet. 


Cfiarges Were Filed Against Him at me 


Meelintj of Presbytery In Wellston

The trouble between Rev. Simon 


Gobiet, late pastor of the Second Pres- 
byterian church, and the official bodies 
of the church, took a new turn today, 
when there appeared in the city a com- 
mittee of the Portsmouth Presbytery 
to examine iuto certain charges which 
have been filed against Rev. Gobiet. 


After the Presbytery dissolved the 


relations between, the Second church 
and its pastor, Rev. Gobiet, against his 
wishes, that gentleman was ioath to 
accept the result as final. He appar- 
ently thought himself misused, and 
this belief was shared by a portion of 
the congregation of the Second church. 
So strong was this feeling that, as is 
well known, it resulted in a split in 
the 
congregation, 
and those 
who 


pinned 
their faith on Rev. Gobiet 


rented a church building on Findlay 
street. 
In this building they for 


awhile conducted regular services of 
their own. On a few occasions the 
pulpit was occupied by Rev. Gobiet, 
who, it is alleged, aided and abetted 
the seceeders. It is understood that the 
church has since been abandoned. 


The Presbytery of this district met in 


regular annual session in Wellston a 
few days ago and at this meeting- a ser- 
ies of charges were formally presented 
against Rev. Gobiet. By whom the re- 
porter was unable to learn. It, i;; under- 
stood his alleged action iu endeavoring 
to disrupt the Second church formed 
the basis of one charge, and that his 
farewell sermon, in which he made 
such a bitter attack on the official 
board of the Second church, was the 
basis of another. It is also said that 
reference is made to the pamphlet Rev. 
Gobiet circulated about town defend- 
ing himself and attacking1 the minis- 
ters. 


The Presbytery appointed a commit- 


tee to investigate the charges and this 
committee came to Portsmouth today. 
They met in the First Presbyterian 
church and have been in session all 


day, 
hearing evidence The committee 


members are being entertained by 
churchmen and it was impossible to 
learn who they are. The investigation 
is being conducted behind closed doors. 


The committee will probably report 


at a specialmeeting of the Presbytery, 
which will be held at a small town 
down the river in a few days, II they 
report the charges 
sustained. Rev. 


Gobiet may be expelled from the Pres- 
bytery, or at least suspended for a 
period of years.

these ships oufrht now to be in commis- 
sion, and I have ordered that they be 
pushed to completion. 
Precisely the 


same reasons which have operated to 
delay the bmldine of ships at navy 
yard's, naturally influence contractors. 
They are sometimes tempted to nepf- 
lect g-overnraent work and use part of 
the force on the government ships to 
do outside work as it comes in. 


"The contracts all provide penalties 


for failure to complete work in time. 
Penalties for delay have-frequently 
been imposed-upon contractors by the 
navy department, but unfortunately 
congress has in almost every instance, 
when it was asked, relieved ajjainst' 
these' penalties. The effects of such 
acts is necessarily demoralizing1. 


"The department has recently piven 


orders, to push all work on navy yard 
ships and has al55o been urging1 the con- 
tractors to increased diligence. It is 
to be hoped that penalties incurred in 
the future for delay will be allowed to 
stand, 


"There is really nothing about ship- 


building that now renders it difficult 
in the United States. Iso good rea- 
sons can be given why ships au- 
thorized 
by 
congress 
should not 


be completed with reasonable dis- 
patch, 
and I am simply insisting 


on prompt compliance with contract 
obligations. 
We have already shown 


that we can build ships and'guns equal 
to any in the world, and I hope our 
shipbuilders, who are now looking for 
contracts abroad, will demonstrate to 
tho world that ships can be built not 
only as well, but as rapidly in the 
United States as anywhere in tho 
world. 
Of course, I am pushing along

There was a serious stabbing affray 


on' Turkey creek 
Sunday 
morning 


about eight o'clock. 
George Hughes, a 


young man about 21 years of age, cut- 
ting John Holt, an old farmer of 05, 
four times with a dirk knife. 
The 


wounds are in the region of .the heart 
and may prove fatal. 


A TIMES reporter ran across Mr. 


Charles Worley, a well known citizen 
of Friendship, this morning aud from 
him obtained the following details of 
the cutting:' It seems that several 
months ago Hughes borrowed a cow 
bell from Holt, promising to return it 
ia a few days. He failed to do so. 
Yesterday morning early Holt, having 
use for the bell, concluded to go over 
to Hughes' and get it, they living about 
a half to three-fourths of a mile apart. 


When he arrived at Hughes' ' resi- 


dence, Holt upbraided him for not re- 
turning the bell, and some hot words 
were exchanged. Hughes said he had 
put in a new clapper and that Halt 
would have to pay him for it before he 
could have the bell, Tiiis Holt did, 
giving him 15 cents for the clapper. 


Holt then started for home, followed 


by Elughes, the quarrel being kept up 
as they walked along. Finally Holt 
stopped and told Hughes to go back, 
that he did nob want him to follow him 
any longer and did not propose to 
stand it. It is Said Holt then threw. a 
rock :ti Hughes. 


Hugh.-s, with an oath sprang on 


Holt with his kuife op.'.n an I ;s Us lied 
hiin four Limes iu the region of the 
heart. Oue cut, the moat dangerous, 
was between the third aud fourth ribs, 
and is about five inches long. The 
point of the knife penetrated, the 
pleura, the inner lining of the chest 
Another wound, about four inches 
long, intersects the other at almost a 
right angle aud the other two are ia 
the left arm, The first cut is the -dau 
gerous one and may result in death. 


After the cutting Hughes attempted 


to escape, but was caught late in the 
afternoon by Constable Bill Punteuey, 
of Pond Run, Bill aud his prisouci 
started for jail iu a buggy, but when 
near Upper Twin creek Hughes tapped 
the constable on the head, jumped 
from the buggy and escaped. Later in 
the evening, however, Constable John 
TJalton 
and

fugitive, 
and 
about 
two 


o'clock this morning overtook him near 
Givens Lauding, near 
where Twin

will have his p'relimiuary hearing there 
today and will be brought to jail this 
evening. 


John Holt, the victim, is a well 


known farmer, about 05 years of age, 
He U generally respected by his neigh- 
bors and has the reputation of being a 
quiet, peaceable man. The cutting- is 
regarded out there as an outrage. 


Hughes, the assailant, is a young 


man about 21 years old. The family 
moved to Turkey Creek from Concord, 
Ky., opposite Manchester, O., about a 
year ago and have been living on Isaac 
Keyser's farm, 
which 
they rented. 


They have been raising tobacco princi- 
pally. The family has a bad reputa- 
tion in the neighborhood. The old man 
Hughes is now wanted on a charge of 
appropriating twelve or fifteen bushels 
of wheat belonging to a neighbor 
named Ua.ynes.

The article is as follows: 
IKONTON, O,, Sept. S.—County Treas- 


urer M. G. Clay is said to be short from 
$14,000 to 318,000. The exact amount is 
not yet made knowu. 
The county 


commissioners today took -charge of 
the treasury, and there- will be a 
searching-investigation. The shortage, 
it is understood, was discovered Friday 
by B. F. Ellsberry and C. 11. Moore, 
appointed Thursday 
by the probate 


court to make an examination of the 
treasury. ' 
It was not until late. Saturday after- 


noon, however, that they quietly made 
known to Deputy Ross, of the probate 
office, that there was a shortage. The 
deputy notified Auditor Corn, who at 
once dispatened messengers after the 
commissioners who arrived here from 
their homes early this morning, and 
have been in session toda.y. 


Meanwhile, late last night, Treasurer 


Clay summoned his bondsmen to his 
home, and after a consultation with 
them made an assignment of all. his 
property for their 
benefit. 
Grant 


Ward was made assignee at the request 
of the bondsmen. 
When the commis- 


sioners met today Treasurer Clay ap- 
peared before them, and while saying 
that he had put up all the funds« in hir 
possession and had kept back and hid 
den nothing, tendered his resignation 
which, however, was not accepted 
The treasurer asserts that there is an 
error in the figuring1 of the examining 
committee, who, ' however, have yet 
made, no formal report,"and demands 
that two expert accountants be ap 
pointed to go over the books. 


Treasurer Clay can not'explain the 


apparent shortage. When the treas- 
ury was examined last year it was re- 
ported all right, and the treasurer says 
that if it was right then it must be now 
as his balances and receipts will show 
The county treasurer is also city anc 
school treasurer, and last year when 
examination was made, the _ Augusl 
school abstract had been received by 
him but was not charged to him by the 
examiners.
